THE R. E. LEE BURNED. 


DESIRUCTION OF THE CHAMPION 
MI>SISSIPPI STEAMBR. 


Twenty-One Lives Lost inthe Fearful River Tragedy 
—Five Hundred Bales of Cotton Destroyed— 
The Story ef the Confiagration—A P-.lot 
Who S8tcod at His Post, Etc. 


New OrxLeEaNs, September 30.—The Pica- 
vune’s Vicksburg special says: This morning 
at 3 o'clock a fire broke out on the steamer R. 
E. Lee, while on her trip to this city, and 
when about thirty miles below Vicksburg, 
resulting in the total destruction of the boat 
and a terrible loss of life. The following isa 
list of persons known. to be lost: Cabin 
Mr. Painter, of Maysville, Ky.; 
Mrs. McClellan, of New Orleans, Maiss.; 
Miss Adams, music teacher, on her way to 
Baton Rouge; also, an infant of Mrs. Searle, 


of Vicksburg, and two colored women; @ 
fireman, five colored cabin boys, the second 
and third chambermaids, one roustabout, 
Karda, the boat’s carpenter, William West- 
maker, the second engineer,and all the cooks 
and help except the pastry cook. The books

THE DISCOVERY OF THE FIRE. 

The Lee bad just been overbauled and 
newly painted, and it was her first trip this 
season. She left Vicksburg yesterday even- 
ing for New Orleans with 500 bales of cotton 
and a goed list of passengers. While opposite 
Point Pleasant, at 3:50 a.m., she was dis- 
covered to be on fire, and was imme- 
diately headed for the Louisiana shore 
and landed at Yucatan plantation, thirty five 
miles below Vicksburg. Ina few minutes 
she was completely enveloped in flames. 
fwenty-one persons are believed to have been 
lost. including many of tbe crew. Thesteam- 
boat J. M. White passed the wreck about 6 a, 
m.. and took the remaining. passengers and 
crew to Vicksburg. S. C. Rawlins and 
Robert Smith, pilots, were both burned, and 
otherwise hurt. The fire is supposed to have 
originated in the pantry room, 59 rapidly 
did the flames spread that 1t was im possible 
for the passengers or officers to save anything 
but what they had on at the time, Captain 
W.. Cannon states that the steamer was 
owned by the estate of his 
father. Captain John W. Cannén, and 
her commander, and Captain Ww, Campbell, 
She was valued at $100,000, and insured 
for $50,000, mostly in local companies. The 
crew was composed almosc¢ entirely of men 
who have been on the river 20 or 3U years. 
The boat, besides her supply pumps had a 
new fire pump with fourteen inch cylinder, 
and 700 feet of hose. There were always 
three watchman on deck. The Lee was in- 
sured fer $7.500 in the -2tna, of Hartford, 
295 000 each in the National Enterprise, and 
the Merchants, of Cincinnati, and $59,000 in 
the New Orleans companies, 

A LITTLE GRANDELOQUENCE, : 

The Lee left this city last Tuesday, the first 
trip for five months. The announcement of 
the destruction by fire of that grand old 
steamboat, Robert E. Lee, will be btard with 
universal sorrow. The champion of the Mis- 


sissippi waters, the favorite of all people from 
New Orleans to Vicksburg, and named after 
the greatest of heroes and ot statesmen, her 
destruction. just at the beginning of the cot- 
ton season and after having undergone thor- 
ough overhauling, will be a serious biow to 
her owners as well as to the trade in which 
she has been so long and so faithfully en- 
gaged, 
QUESTIONING THE SURVIVORS, 

Whenever a survivor was seen on thie street, 
immediately a large crowd would gather 
areund, eager to learn whatever he knew of 
the sad occurrénce. A number were seen 
with their heads, arms, etc , bound up, some 
of them in considerable pain, while others 
were not so badly hurt. Mr. Orice Bell, 
second clerk of the Lee, who was up 
at the time of the accident, says: “I never 
saw anything burn so quickly. I was alt at 
the time, and when I heard the alarm, and 
knowing that my partner, who sleeps sound- 
ly, and other officers were in great danger, I 
rushed up to awaken them. The fire tollow- 
ed me so fast that by the tine I had them all 
up my partner had his hair singed in getting 
down stairs from the hurricane roof an 
I was forced to climb over the rail. I 
thonght I was gore at one time. The 
boat did not have much cotton aboard. 
She had just been freshly painted and she 
went just like gunpowder. Mr. Bell, a pas- 
senger, who was interviewed seems to think 
the fire originated in the pastry rooms of the 
cook house. ‘‘Although IF don’t see,’’ said the 
former, ‘what fire was doingin their that 
early, as the cooks are not called before four 
o'clock. Mrs. Dan Searls, with heroic presence 
of mind and motherly devotion grasped her 
sleeping infant, and, arranging a life preserver 
about her person, jumped boldly into the 
water. By a disarrangement of the life pre- 
server she was thrown upon her back and lost 
her grasp upon her child Captain Campbeil 
and the surviving officers all leave by. *o- 
night’s train for New Orleans, and will bring 
out the steamer Ed. Richardson in place of 
the Lee next Tuesday. 

THE NARRATIVE OF THE DISASTER 

The Picayune s specia) says the Lee had, on 
leaving here, about 415 bales of cotton. She 
tovk,on some few more at the landings below, 
and about sixty-tive bales from a small cotton 
seed boat, so that when burned she had about 
512 ‘bates, all told; also a large cargo of 
boots, shoes and dry goods reshipped 
by the Vicksburg and Meridian railroad 
from points north and east of Natchez and 
other points below this city, 20000 feet of 
lumber, a large quantity of doors, blinds, 
sashes, ete., together with a large lot of mis- 
cellaneous freizhts. She stopped tv wood up 
about twelve miles below here at 12:30 this 
morning and remainéd some time. The last, 
landing made —*%efore the fire was 
at Ashwood, about twenty-five miles 
below the city. At the time the alarm 
was given the boat was under way. She was 
immediately headed for the shore and struck 
a bank in very short time, not more than 
three or four minutes. To John Stout, the

AUTUMN SCEN&S ON A GEORGIA 
FARM. 


The Firet Work Towards Gathering the Corn Crop— 
Selecting a Spo: for the Bhucking—The “Ginral”’ 
and His Work—Homer Riicy Ho—Wind- 
ing Up the 8huckiug—Tae Dance. 


From the Century Magazine 

The first work toward gathering the corn 
erop in Georgia is to strip the stalks of tbeir 
blades, i. e., **pull the fodder,’ which is done 
in August or September. This work is done 
by hand, the stiipping the. blades 
from stalk after stalk until he gets his hands 
full, and then tying them together with afew 
blades of the same; and this constitutes a 

‘hand.’ These hands are hung on the stalks 

of corn a day or two until they are “cured,” 
after which they are tied up, three or four to- 
gether, and bundles 
stacked in the fields wr pauled upto the sta- 
bles and thrown intu the fodder loft. The 
corn is thus left on the naked stalk until 
some time in October or November, by which 
time it will have become bard and dry. If 
Georgians, like the western farmers, had noth- 
ing to gather in the fall but the corn, we 
might spend the wiole fall gathering it, but,on 
any farm where cotton is cuitivated to any 
considerable extent, most of this season of 
the year must be cevoted to gathering and 
preparing it for market. King Cotton a 
great tyrant, and unless you are a willing and 
ready su bject, he will make you suffer 

It will appear then that the corn must be 
disposed of in the quickest possible manner 

Now, if the corm were thrown in the crib 
with the shuck ui it, it would probably 
eaten by vermin; und besides, the farmer 
would be deprived of the use of his shucks, 
which form the chiei ijem of tood for his cat- 
tle during the winter, Ili we had large barns 
we might throw the corn in them and shuck 
it at our leisure; but we have no barns, at least 
very few, in Georgia. 

Out of these conditions bas. sprung the corn 
shucking, and it has grown into importance, 
‘even more asasocial than as an economic 
feature among our farming people. It is pe- 
culiarly suited to negro genius, Among no 
other people could it flourish and reach the 
perfection whic it here attatus. 

SELECTING A SPOT, 

The farmer who proposes to give a corn- 
shucking selects a level spot in his lot, con- 
veniently near the crib, rakes away all trash, 
and sweeps the place clean with a brush 
broom. The corn is then pulled off the stalks, 
thrown into Wagons, bauled to the lot, and 
thrown out on the spot selected, allin one 
pile. If it has beep previously ‘‘norated”’ 
through the neighborhood that there is to be 
plenty to eat and drink at the corn shucking, 
and if the night auspicious, there will 
certainly be a crowd. Svon after dark the 
negroes begin to come in, and before long 
the place will be alive with them,—men, 
women @#nd children. Atiter tbe crowd nas 
gathered und been moderately warmed up, 
two “‘gin'r'ls’’ are chosen from among the 
most famous corn-shuckers on the ground, 
and these proceed tu divide the shuckers 
into two parties, later comers. reporting alter- 
hateiy to one side or the other, so as to 
keep the forces equally divided. The next 
step, Which is one of great importance, 
to divide the corn pile. This is done by lay- 
ing a fence rail a top of corn pile 
so thatthe vertical plane, passing through 
the rail, will divide the piie into two equ i! 
portions Laying the rail is of great import- 
Hnce, since Upon this de spenaus the accuracy 
of the division; i accom panied 
With much argument, not Wranyiing. 
The position of the rail bei determined, 
the two generals mount rm pile, aod 
the work Ins. The ssity for the 
‘“gin’r’ ipy the INOSE ce ges UOUS po 
sition a from which to cheer their 
followers, reason wis they vet up on 
Cup of the corn; but there is another, equally 
important, Which is to keep the rail trom being 
moved, it wes. $ ho uncommon tl bing for one 
side to chany the position of the rail, and thus 
throw an sles portion the work upon 
their adversaries. The position of ‘‘yin’r’t’ 
in a corn-shucker differs trom that,of. the sol- 
dier in that the former is in greater danger 
than any of his followers; for the chances are 
that. should his side seem to be guininyg, one 
of their opponents will knock ttie leader off 
the corn-pile, and thus cause a momentary 
manic, which eayerly taken advantage of 
‘his proceeding, however, considered fair 
ouly in extreme cases, and not unfrequently 
leads toageneral row. If it is possible, imagine 
a negro man standing ona piieof corn, hold 
ing in his hand an ear of corn and shouting 
the words below and you will 
have pictured the ‘corn gin'r'l.” It isa 
prime requisite that he should be ready in his 
\Mprovisations and havea rood voice, so that 
lie may lead in thecorn song, Ihe corn song 
is almost alWays @ song With a Chorus, or, to 
use toe language of corn-shuckers,. the 
‘“vin'r’ls give out’ and. tl kers “drone.” 
These songs are kept up continuvusly during 
the entire time the work going on. aid, 
though extremely simple, yet, when sung by 
fiity pairs of lusty lungs, there are few things 
more stirring.

gro’s appreciation of rabbit cunning. It is

There is one more very short song which 
issung by al] hands. The work of finishing 
the shuckings of the last few ears is called 

‘rounding up” the corn pile, and 1s almost 
invariably in the following words: 

“Round up, dubble up, round up corn; 

Round up, nubbins up, round up corn. 

These words are repeated over. and over 
until the last of the cornisshucked and the 
work finished. 

An ameountof work which 
the shuckers themselves, and which, if de- 
manded of them inthe day time would be 
declared impossible, is accomplished under 
the excitement of the corn-song Theysnuck 
the corn by hand, sometimes using a sharp 
stick to split open the shuck, but most com- 
monly tearing them open with the fingers. 
As the feeling of rivalry grows more and more 
intense, they work taster and faster, stripping 
the snuck from the ears so fast that they seem 
to tly almost constan’' ly trom their hauds. 

A staid New England farmer and: his 
friends, gathered in a comfortable, well- 
lignted barn, quietly ihe the laborious part 
of bis “husking-bee,”’ would think they had 
been transferred to pandemonium if they 
eould be conveyed te a Georgia corn-shucking 
and see how our colored farmers do the same 
work; and I] imagine the social gathering 
wiich follows the husking-bee, and the frolic 
which is the after piece of the corn-shucking, 
resemble each other as little as do their 
methods of work. 

WINDING UP THE SHUCKING, 

it no rare occurence for a corn-shucking 
to terminate in a row instead of a frolic. Ifone 
side is badly beaten, there is aimostsure to be 
some charye of-fraud; either thut tne rail 
has been moved or part of the corn ot the 
successiul party thrown over. on the other 
side *“‘unbeknownst”’ to them, or suime such 
cherge These offenses are common 
occurrences, and are aided by the dim- 
ness of the —— light. If any of 
these charges can be proved, a first 
class row ensues, in which ears of corn fly 
thick and fast, and sometrmes more danger- 
ous weapons are used. The owner of the 
premises can always stop them and does do 
so. Negroes have great respect for proprietor- 
ship, and yield whenever it is asserted. It is 
most often the case, however, that the race has 
been about an equal one, and that good humor 
prevails amid tne great excitement. 

The first thing in order is to express thanks 
for the entertainment, which is done by 
taking the nome, putting him on the shoulders 
of two strong men, and then = marching 
around, while “all hands split their throats to a 
tune, the chorus of which is ‘Walk away, 
walk away! This honor, though of ques 
tionable comfort, or rather most unquestion- 
able discomfort, must be undergone, for 
a refusal is considered most churlish, anda 
retreat gives too much license to the guests 
The general feeling that most han ‘some bde- 
havior has been showa2 toward the host, raises 
the opinion the guests entertain for them- 
selves, and they are prepared to begin in 
earnest the sports of the occasion. The fun

THE RASLER. 

The “rasler’s’’ account of his performance 
is as much unlike his real counduct as can well 
be imayined The fellow whoswaggers around 
boastfully at the shucking will make himself 
out the most modest person in the world, in 
recounting his adventures next day. There 
is a famous curn-shucker and wrestler 
who. is a tenant of the writer, 
named Nathan Mitchell, more commonly 
known in the neighborhood as “‘An’ Fran's 
Nath.’’ He loves to go over his adventures 
generally in about these words: ‘Mars Dave, 
yer know dis hyer Ike Jones whar live down 
Mr. Britteis? Well, sir, I went down ter Miss 
Marty Moore's night erfore las’. De ‘y had er 
little corn-shuckin’ down dar, en arter we 
got done wid de shuckin’, Ike he kerminced 
cuttin’ up bis shines, ‘lowed he cud fling 
down enything ter bis inches on de ground, 
en ef dey didn't b’lieve it, all dey pad ter do 
wuz ter toe de mark.

THE DANCE, 

A corp-shucking which is to be considered 
in the light of a tinished performance should 
end with a dance. Of late years, colored 
farmers who are ‘‘members’’ frequently give 
corn-shuckings where no dance allowed, 
but it is common for the party to have a 
dance before they disperse, These dances 
take place either in one oi the houses, or eise 
out of dvors on the ground. ‘The dance of 
late years is @ mov:lification of the cotillon, 
the old-time jig having given place to this, 
just as in the cities the german and the others 
have oust@d the old-time dances. There is a 
great deal of jig-dancing in these cotillons, 
and man who cannot ‘cut the pigeon- 
wing” considered a sorry dancer indeed; 
but still it purports to beacotillon. kndur 
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can succeed, with proper caution, the fis: 
time he tries. The performer provides him- 
self with a pair of straws about eighteen 
inches in length, and stout en ugh to stand 
a good smart blow. An experienced straw- 
beater will be very careful in selecting his 
straws, which he does from the Se dyre- broom ; 
this give him an importance he could not 
otherwise have, on account of the common 
ness Of his accomplishment, These straws 
are used after the manner of drumsticks, that 
portion of the fiddle strings between the fid- 
diler’s bow and his left hand serviny as « drum. 
One of the first sounds which yvu hear on ap- 
proaching the dancing party is the tum te 
tum of the straws, and after the dance begins, 
when the shuffling of feet destroys the other 
sounds of the fiddle, this noise can still be 
heard, 
THE CALLER OUT 

With the cotiliona new and very lm por 
tant office, that of ‘ ‘ealler-out, ” has become a 
necessity. The ‘‘caller-out, ‘though of less 
importance than the fiddle r, is second to no 
other® He not only calls out the figures, but 
explains them at length to the ignorant, 
sometimes accompanying them through the 
performanc e. He is never at a loss, Gemmen 
to de right!’ being a sufficient refuge in case 
of embarrassment, since this always calls 
forth a full of the dancers’ agility, 
and gives much titne. 4 

The corn: shuc king i is one of the institutions 
of the old plantations which has flourished 
and expanded since the negroes were freed 
With the larger liberty they enjoy there has 
come increased social intercourse, amd 
has tended to encourage social yatherings of 
all kinds. Then the great number vo! 
small farmers who sprung up in the 
south since the war Ssitates mutual aid 
in larger undertakings, that at this time 
the corn-shucking, as an institation, is most 
fourishing. No doubt with improved cul- 
ture its features will be changed, and, in time. 
destroyed. Indeed, already it is becoming 
modified, and the great improvement which 
the negro race is continually manifesting in- 
dicates thatin time their simple songs and 
rough sports must yield to higher demands.
